Scheele said that there were 
sev en times as many cases of 
polio among children who re­ 
ceiv ed Cutter v accine as would 
be expected if none had been 
v accinated. 
About 409,000 children receiv ed 
the Cutter v accine and about 5 mil­ 
lion were inoculated with v accine 
made by the cAher four firms, ac- 
ccrtding to Dr. Scheele. 
Discussing the oUier firms, ht 
said: 
“The number of cases related 


to the Wyeth (Laboratories) prod­ 
uct is too small to permit accurate 
interpretation. 
The number of cases reported 
among children who receiv ed v ac­ 
cine made by Eli Lilly; Park e, 
Dav is, and Pitman-Moore was with­ 
in the range expected by chance 
occurence.” 
Dr. Scheele said that Cutter v ac­ 
cine accounted for fiI per cent of 
polio caata of all types among 
children who receiv ed shots. He 
said it accounted for 76 per cent 
of the paralytic cases.

That political telecasts will have to b e far 
b etter produced than in the past and that 
there will have to b e some form of audience 
participation—perhaps an adaptation of Sec­ 
retary Dulles* recent foreign policy report to 
President plus running comment and ques­ 
tions in the p rin c e d several memb ers of 
the Cab inet. 
Mr. Nix on, is inclined to think that in fu­

candidates are to get the voters, in any large 
mimb trs. to atop, look and listen.

WASHINGTON - The Air Fo rce 
has requested Co ngress to give it 
fAOO.OOO to nake changes in the 
Veterans Administratio n Ho spital 
in Lincdn to make it suitable fo r 
Air Fo rce use. 
Jo hn M. Ftrry , special assistant 
fo r co nstructio n to Air Fo rce Sec­ 
retary Haro ld M. Talbo tt, said *'we 
ho pe the Armed Slervices Co mmit­ 
tee will act o n o ur request within 
the nex t 10 day s.” 
“We ho pe the appro priatio n co m­ 
mittees o f b<Tth Ho uses will give 
us the mo ney as part o f o ur 1956 
cmistructio n p r o g r a m,” Ferry 
added. 
Ferry said that he was “heartily 
in favo r” o f taking o ver the ho s­ 
pital, and that the o fficials o f the 
VA afree with he Air Fo rce’s po ­ 
sitio n. 
He said that so me two weeks 
ago the Air Fo rce advised Co n­

When, a few days before his cru­ 
cifixion, Jesus went into Jerusa­ 
lem, he went straight to the tem­ 
ple and purged it of its many un­ 
holy practices.

years that its teachings had been 
forgotten by

people. 
When Josiah realised his neglect 
and the neglect of his subjects, he 
rent his clothes

"Making and testing vaccine is 
a difficult and delicate process,"

cine situation. "You cannot make 
viruses meet deadlines. You can­ 
not force scientific work to meet 
dates on a calendar. And it must 
be kept in mind that the entire 
process of manufacturing a batch 
of vaccine takes abiMJt 9 0 days. 
"This is a reason why wa can 
give you no precise eatimatea of 
how much vaccine will be avail­ 
able at any given time." 
Safety Stressed 
Stressing that the government 
pc’lcy if "safety, not speed, ex­ 
cept as the latter is compatible 
with safety,’* Scheele t<rfd of Uie 
studies which led to adoption May 
27 of revised manufacturing and 
testing standards. 
He said these standards require 
some changes in the operating 
procedures of the six Ucenaed vac­ 
cine producers, and continued: 
**The manufacturera have as­ 
sured me Uiat they can and will 
produce vaccine under* these re­ 
quirements. But I want to make 
it clear that they wUl not be able 
to produce enough vaccine to im­ 
munise all children this summer." 
Free SluRa Sure 
A Public Health Service spokes­ 
man said that in speaking of "chil­ 
dren," Scheele referred to the 1-19 
age group. He said there had been 
nothing to require a change in 
PrMident Elsenhower’s May 31 
statement that there will be enough 
vaccine to give the prescribed two 
shots to all first and 
Mcond- 
graders in the free inoculation pro­ 
gram before the peak of the polio 
season in August. 
Expressffig anew his confidence 
in the safety and effectiveness of 
the Salk vaccine. Scheele said that 
"experience 
Inciicates, 
however, 
that there will be scattered local 
epidemics, and some may be se­ 
vere." 
Introducing Scheele on the broad­ 
cast, Secretary of Welfare Hobby 
said .scientific processes are often 
hard for the layman to understand, 
but that peqsle should make the 
effort "so that we can be intelli­ 
gent in making decisions about our 
chUdren.**
